The indicated allowability of claims 2-8, 10-15, 18-21 is withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered 112, 1 st and 2 nd paragraph problems, and objections to the drawings and specification 
disclosure. Rejections and objection(s) follow. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the claimed first controller and 
second controller as in claims 7 and 15 must be clearly shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

The drawings are further objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) because 
reference characters "300", "3 10" and "350" have both been used to designate "SDU" 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1. 121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action.

3. Claims 2-8, 10-15, 18-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as adding 
new matter and failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
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The added subject matter of "physical layer protocol functions" performed by a second 
controller associated with a mobile switching center (MSC) as in claims 4, 6, 7, 12, 14, 15, 19 
and 20 during the prosecution of the instant application was not described in the specification in 
such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the 
time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

4. Claims 10-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Each of claims 10-12 and 14 depends on claim 16 which has been canceled in previous 
response. The correct claim dependency should be claim 15. 

Claim 15, lines 1, 2, 9, 12 and 14, each term of "CDMA wireless network" should be 
changed to - CDMA-based wireless network ~ for proper antecedent basis with the preamble in 
dependent claims 10-14. 

5. No prior art rejection can be applied at this time due to the nature of newly discovered 
112, 1 st paragraph problem. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants 
disclosure. 

Bhalla et al., Kweon et al., Honkasalo, Rai et al. and Forslow are further cited to show the 
common feature of CDMA mobile communication network for transferring voice/data traffic 
among mobile stations via base stations and mobile switching center similar to the claimed 
invention.
